. Proper arrangement of lessons and. 
‘ classes was impossible, Washing’ and 


toilet facilities have heen primal, and 
there has been no place where the’ 
children could desport themselves 
when the weather made outdoors -play 
Impossible, Organized physical train- 
ing eould only be conducted during the 
summer, and there has been no _proper 
place where the social or dramatic 
activities of the school could be con- 
ducted. 

Whén the fall term commences in 
September, all this will be changed. 


‘No longer will it be necessary to thaw 


out inkwells in the mornings, or. to 
crowd around the furnace when the 
chill winds whistle. Adequate hot air 
heating, thermostatically controlled, 
will keep the rooms at a comforable 
temperature, and proper ventilation 
and uncrowded rooms will make school 
life healthier and more pleasant. 

A shop room right in the school will 
provide space for those who like the 
hobbies, and a high-ceilinged auditor- 
ium—g¢ymnasium will provide space 
for all kinds of play. 

Toilet facilities for both boys and 
girls will be adequate and modern, and 
in addition to the washrooms, basins 
will be’ provided in ‘the primary room 
and perhaps at some other points 
where they will be desirable. 

For those taking type there will 
be a proper typring room, glassed off. 
from one of the classrooms, and in this 
typing room there will also be shelves 
for the library. 

The principal and the teachers ‘will 
also haye rooms fog their convenience 
where matters of a private nature can 
be properly handled. 

It is only to be hoped that the child- 
ren will ,duly appreciate the advan- 


tages accruing to them, and will res- 


pond by making adequate and proper 
use of the facilities being provided.

* The Alberta House has two Bills in- 
troduced dealing with the handling of 
coarse grains. One is complementary 
legislation to that passed by the Dom- 
inion Government a’ year ago. This 
cannot ‘become effective unless Man- 
itoba passes similar legislation, This 
would make way for the handling of 
coarse grains by the Canadian Wheat 
Board.: The other ‘one is marketing 
legislation which would enable the 
Prevince to take advantage of a mar- 
keting Act now before the Federal 
House. It is uncertain at this time as 
to which ofthese methods’ may be 
used in the handling of coarse grains. 

Following the hearing of the Agri- 
cultural Committee on the question of 
Oleo, amendments have been introduc- 
ed which will prevent margarine being 
sold the color of butter or in any color 
to imitate ‘the natural color of butter. 

Hon. Ivan Casey, in speaking in ‘the 
Assembly, said that grants for éduca- 
tion in Alberta average $45 per pupil. 
This is about 40% of the cost of edu- 
cation per pupil. The approximate 
cost of educating each pupil in Alberta 
is $111. 


An anmfendment to the Mothers’ Al- 

lowance Act enables the Minister to 
pay to each woman receiving a moth- 
er’s allowance an additfonal allowance 
not in excess of $10.00 per month. The 
Municipalities are not Mable for any 
portion of the additional allowance. 
In the past Municipalities have paid 
25% of the monies paia under this 
Act and a new amendment reduces 
their portion now to 20%. 
* The Motor Vehicle Accident Indem- 
nity Act has been amended to raise 
the minimum property damage figure 
from $25 to $76. 

A change in the Town and Village

ARGUES ICEBERGS 
COULD MAKE RAIN 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


JOHANNESBURG — South Africa 
could say good-bye to droughts if ‘the 
government made use of icebergs and 
utilized its naval vessels to nae, in 
rain-making. 

This if the opinion of T. D. van Eg- 
gen, a former Dutch Arctic explorer 
who is at present engaged in asbestos- 
mining activities in the Kalahari Des- 
ert. 

Mr.. van Eggen considers that if 
about 200 icebergs were towed from 
the Antarctic by warships and anchor- 


‘ed along the South African coast, farm 


ers would be assured of ample 
during the dry, seasons. 

His theory is that the heat off the 
South African coast would gradually 
form vast honeycombs over the . ice+ 
bergs in the process of melting. The 
cool air set up by evaporation would 
causé disturbances and winds im the 
upper atmosphere and these cold winds 
would be drawn towards the dry inland 
centres of the Union, The coolea@ air 
would set up other disturbances in 
these areas and cause rain. 

Theory Proved 

Mr. van Eggen said: “As fantastic 
as this scheme for rain-making ' may 
seem, .meteoroiogical officials in Pret- 
oria were impressed when I pyt the 
idea. before them. I spent many years 
of my life working with expeditions in 
the Nerth and South polar regions and 
in the icebound lakes of Canada. 

“Eminent scientists with whom I 
travelled proved that rain over Canada 
was caused by winds sweeping from, 
the hoaeycomhed icebergs to the drier 
areas of that country. I am not talking 
a lot of ‘hot air.’ ” 

“There are two kinds of icebergs— 
the high and the flat. The flat ones 
are better for towing and'rain-making. 
Some are to be found only 1,000 miles 
off Capetown and minesweepers or 
corvettes could easily tow them. 

“The icebergs could be anchored off 
the coast by means of long chains at- 
tached to the shore. Shore batteries 
could be used to blow huge holes 
through the ‘bergs for anchoring pur- 
poses. It would take two yeurs for 
each ‘berg to melt, so replacements 
would not have ‘to be continual. 

Mr. van Eggen said that in war the 
government thought nothing of spend- 
ing millions of pounds in the interests 
of the country. There was no reason, 
therefore, why the government, should 
not spend £38,000,000 ($12,000,000) . a 

year in making rain from !eebergs; 
which could easily be held in position 
from shipping lanes, in spite of the 
Mozambique currents.”

FEEDING PREGNANT EWES 


Beonomy in winter feed and labour 
_costs can be exercised without reduc- 
ing the productive ability of the breed 
ing flock, Rangé ewes that graze out 
during the winter will require little or 
no extra feed during the first half of 
‘the pregnancy period, except. in times 
of severe weather. Ewes in farm flocks 
| will require no grain at this time if 
good quality roughage is fed. The 
best roughage ‘is alfalfa or other leg- 
ume Hay, because of its high content 
of protein and mineral. However, good 
grass hay or a combination of legume. 
hay and oat sheaves fed att he rate of 
‘three to four pounds per héaqd dally 
will be adequate to meet the needs of 
the ewe in early pregnancy. 

‘As preghancy advances, says H. r, 
Peters, Dominion Range Pxperiment 
Station, Manyberries, Alta., the ration 
of the ewe should be increaseg to al- 
low for the proper development of the 
foetus. The last quarter of the. gesta- 
tion period is the time when most of 
the growth of the foetus occurs, and 
theréfote an increased ‘supply of pro- 
tein and other nutrients should be 
| provided. It is particularly important 
that enough protein be provided prior 
to lambing to allow for some:storage 
in the ewe to meet her need at. the 
onset of lactation. On the range, an 
allowance of one-half to three-quar 
ters pound of linseed *ollcake and cats, 
or brewers’. dried grain, may owe fed 
daily to each ewe during late preg- 
nancy to aid in securing a thrifty 
lamb crop. Ewes in the farm flock may 
be given one-half to one pound per

FRESH ‘BREAD FOR SUPPER 


When the kitchen range was glow- 
ing all winter, hot breads were a 20m- 
mon supper dish. Johnny cake with}, 
maple syrup and muffins with honey 
were special favourites. The custom 
is well worth reviving. 


Quick breads, however, need not be 
served hot to be ed so long as 
they are still fresh and soft. These 
baking powder or soda breads are del- 
icious and may often take the place of 
sweeter, richer cakes. 

Here are several recipes for newer 
types of quick bread, all of which are 
worth trying.
